FOREST  FIRE  PROBLEM  SERIOUS 

The  year  1947  was  one  of  the  worst  periods  of  drouth 
and  forest  fire  occurence  in  eastern  United  States  his- 
tory. Lack  of  water  ruined  crops,  lowered  water  levels 
and  dried  up  brcoks  everywhere.  Three  months  of  de- 
ficient rainfall  and  abnormally  high  temperatures  re- 
sulted in  many  fires  which  were  mostly  well  controlled 
and  kept  v/ithin  boimds.  Only  the  high  winds  beginning 
on  October  23rd  caused  a  few  fires  to  escape  beyond 
immediate  control.  These  few  fires  resulted  in  burning 
some  15,000  acres  and  the  loss  of  63  or  more  buildings 
in  four  New  Hampshire  towns. 

All  October  fires  were  costly.  They  burned  deeply  in 
the  ground  and  required  day  and  night  patrol  of  large 
crews  of  men  until  the  rains  came  late  in  October. 
Towns  which  escaped  from  serious  fires  might  easily 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  the  most  serious  conflagrations 
we  had. 

Governor  Dale  closed  the  woods  effective  at  midnight 
of  October  15th.  With  the  blow-up  of  October  23rd,  a 
second  proclamation  closed  all  back  roads  and  authorized 
towns  to  inaugurate  patrol.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  cut 
down  subsequent  fires  for  the  rest  of  the  dry  period. 

Local  fire  warden  forces  performed  an  admirable  job 
to  hold  the  more  than  200  fires  that  occurred  during 
this  October  period.  Many  men  were  taxed  to  the  utmost 
as  the  emergency  continued.  To  them  and  all  those  who 
did  their  work,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude.  The  state  forest  fire  control  agency  based 
on  local  town  wardens  and  town  crews  wherever  ad- 
equately equipped  rose  to  the  occasion  and  met  the  test 
in  whatever  town  their  services  were  needed. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  stock  everywhere  of  our  fire 
fighting  facilities  for  the  season  ahead  and  to  make 
them  adequate  where  necessary.  To  this  end  town  fire 
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plans  and  training  programs  for  wardens,  deputies  and 
other  key  men  in  each  district  are  being  arranged  or  in 
progress.  If  equipment  and  tools  are  insufficient  properly 
to  equip  the  available  man  power  in  each  community 
with  the  right  tools  for  the  job,  they  should  be  provided 
for  at  once.  The  yearly  addition  of  fire  tools  to  the  town 
supply  will  generally  need  to  be  built  up.  The  state  sells 
tools  to  the  towns  and  shares  one-half  their  cost.  Good 
equipment  is  important  and  can  help  greatly  to  keep 
both  damage  and  fire  costs  at  a  minimum. 

For  many  years  we  have  requested  our  wardens  not 
to  issue  burning  permits  except  on  rainy  days.  This 
regulation  will  be  in  effect  again  this  year  as  it  is  one 
of  the  best  means  of  assuring  such  fires  from  getting 
out  of  control.  Nine  out  of  every  ten  fires  can  be  pre- 
vented, 98  percent  of  all  fires  being  due  to  human  care- 
lessness. Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  for  any  fire  in  or  near 
woodland  when  the  ground  is  free  from  snow.  Be  sure 
your  fires  are  always  out  before  you  leave  them.  Help 
us  in  getting  the  travelling  public  to  keep  from  throw- 
ing out  lighted  matches  or  cigarettes.  Be  careful  of  all 
fires  in  or  near  woodland.

SUPERINTENDENT  S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


January  15,  1948. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Danville: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools.  There  will  be  included 
in  this  report  statistics  concerning  Mr.  Osgood's  term 
as  well  as  for  my  first  four  months  in  the  position. 

In  early  September  the  driveways  and  apron  of  the 
Eaton  School  v/ere  graded  and  tarred.  This  will  aid 
greatly  in  a  cleaner  school  and  better  conditions  for  the 
children  in  the  spring  and  fall.  Such  improvements  show 
good  planning  and  fine  community  spirit  .on  the  part 
of  town  officials. 

Danville  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  its 
teaching  staff  for  this  year.  More  progress  is  made  by 
retaining  satisfactory  teachers  than  can  be  made  with 
continual  replacement. 

Costs  of  educational  materials  have  increased  mark- 
edly during  the  past  fev/  years  and  a  survey  shows  there 
will  be  at  least  15%  increase  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Eaton  School  itself  is  in  good  condition,  but  some 
painting  and  plastering  on  the  interior  should  be  done. 
It  would  also  be  well  to  consider  the  installation  of  an 
oil  burner  in  the  present  furnace,  thus  eliminating  stor- 
age of  combustible  materials  in  the  cellar  and  the  nec- 
essity of  students  firing  the  furnace. 

It  has  been  necessary  in  two  cases  to  advance  pupils 
so  they  would  be  with  their  own  age  group.  These  ad- 
vances have  proven  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of   the 
'children. 
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It  is  my  duty  to  deal  with  the  problems  concerning 
your  school  and  to  work  out  a  satisfactory  solution  with 
the  aid  of  the  parents,  teachers,  and  School  Board.  May 
the  citizens  of  Danville  feel  free  to  call  on  me  When 
any  such  problems  arise. 

At  this  time  I  wish  io  thank  the  teachers,  School 
Board,  and  citizens  of  Danville,  who  have  made  me  feel 
that  I  "belong"  and  have  given  me  such  fine  cooperation 
and  encouragement.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  School  Board 
of  Danville,  N.  H.,  I  'hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of 
of  the  music  department. 

Everyone  needs  music.  Beginning  v/ith  the  first  grade 
student,  this  need  manifests  itself  in  many  ways.  The 
primary  student  responds  readily  to  the  rhythmical  beat 
of  'a  marching  song  and  enjoys  to  the  utmost  the  many 
singing  games.  The  elementary  student  enjoys  singing 
with  others  and  perfecting  the  tone,  and  then  finally 
progressing  to  the  more  difficult  two  and  three  part 
music.  It  Is  not  right  to  expect  everyone  to  develop 
musically  on  a  common  pattern.  The  musical  child  is 
not  necessarily  the  one  v/ho  possesses  a  beautiful  voice. 
The  musical  child  is  one  who  possesses  an  inner  urge 
towards  music.  Therefore,  it  is  the  work  of  the  music 
teacher  to  evoke  in  a  child  a  keen  enthusiasm  for  music, 
w*hich  will  remain  over  a  period  of  years  and  steadily 
build  to  higher  levels. 

The  Danville  school  is  progressing  favorably  according 
to  this  pattern.  Each  student  seems  to  enjoy  some  type 
of  musical  expression. 

The  primary  grades  have  new  books  this  year  and  are 
enjoying  them  very  much.  New  material  seems  to  supply 
a  very  great  stimulation. 

The  school  is  planning  to  present  an  operetta  some- 
time early  in  the  spring.  The  cast  will  include  the  entire 
school.  Teachers  and  pupils  are  working  diligently  to 
to  make  this  performance  an  outstanding  success.
